Valkor nnd Knapp, Tracy aod Mitohler are 
very closely wedded to tbe gold standard, 
md think tbe Windou bilto entirely too 
riendly to silver.

Bn 
doubtless yon observed that the "Telle 
Bill" allows the depositor to receive either 
the coin or certificates issued directly upon 
the bullion. The tffect of (his provision 
would probably be to totpend the coinage 
of standard dollars almost as completely at 
the "Windom bill" would. 


ID troth a very considerable proportion 


of the extreme silver men are in favor o 
entirely suspending actual coinage betiev 
ing it to be a useless waste of time, labor 
and money. 
If any free coinage bil 


passes, it wiil probably contain jnst such 
a provision. This furnishes another illus- 
tration of difficulty ol getting everybody to 
look at the silver question from onr loos 
point of viow, 
I believe that silver should 


be stamped into coin and distributed among 
the people. 
Therefore I want a ftee coin- 


age bill without any provisions in it. 
Another word concerning Senator Teller. 


The Senator from Colorado is an able, 


earnest and devoted friend of silver; but il 
onr people imbibe the notion that onr own 
Senators are not equally so, they will make 
a most grevious mistake, 


The battle begins in dead earnest iu the 


Sanato on Monday next. 
If that body 


sends us a good bill it will help ns greatly 
in the House. Ths silver men are much 
stronger relatively in the Senate than, in 
the popular branch. 
The reason is cb 


vioas. 


The new States are all tolid for silver, 


and Nevada with 60,000 people has tbe 
sime representation as New York with S,- 
000,000, but in the lower Honse, onr sparse 
population tells against ns, and New York 
alone has nearly twelve limes as many Rep- 
resentatives as Nevada, Colorado and Mon- 
tana combined. 


In the Senate we have two iu a body of 


eighty-four. In the House, one iu three 
hundred and thirty. Now, as to my own 
position, concerning which I am loath to 
speak, for none who knows me should have 
a shadow of doubt. There is not a mau in 
Nevada who is more anxious for free coin- 
age than I am. To that end I have labored 
unceasingly and with such ability as I pos- 
sess. 
That ability is very moderate, I 


know, and it is unfortunately true that 
,bns far I have not been able to absolutely 
control the Honse of Representatives by 
he sheer force of my intellectual greatness. 
Still I possess enough of common intelli- 
gence to make my wishes known, and that 
my position la well understood, ia clearly 
evidenced by the fact that my regular 
morning salutation upon the floor of the 
Honse is, "Well, Bartine, how is silver?" 


I am for free coinage in preference to 


anything else; failing In that I am lor the 
very best thing attainable. If I feel rea- 
sonably assured that some measure other 
than free coinage, will raise tha prioe of 
silver to 1.20 or 1,25,1 think that our 
people would have good oanse for com- 
plaint if I rejected it in pique because I 
could not reach the full extent of their de- 
ires and my own. However, the first duty 
if a member of Congress is to carry ont the 
wishes of those who elect him. 


If our people are determined to have 


reo coinage or nothing, and will manifest 
bat determination in some proper way, I 
hall certainly endeavor to act in conformity 
herewith. My ideis upon the subject may 
be crude, but 1 cannot help thinking that 
* measure that will add 20 to 25 per cent to 
he value of our silver oulpnt, which will 
Irtually close the gap between gold and 
ilver and thus remove very serious objcc- 
ion to tbe tree ooinage, must strike our 
•eople as being a good deal better than 
nothing. If I am mistaken, they have only 
o set me right. 


Now n word in conclusion. Nevada is 


my homo and has been for more than 
wenty-one years. During all that period 
until elected to Congress, I was never ont 


f this State more than two wseks at a 
ime. 


All of my interests and dearest associa- 


lone aro there; all that I am I owe to the 
generous confidence of those with whom I 
Live liv ii Cor ao many locg years. 
In 


lew of tb<>so ties and obligations, I shall 
ot bo very likely to intentionally sacrifice 
be inturn-t. of those whom I deem it 'an 
onor to n present in the Congress of the 
United Status.
